STRONG DEMANDS ON 
MEXICAN GOVERNMNT 
DEMONSTRATION A6ENT 
GETS PROMOTION 


Washington, July 27.—Strong repre­ 
sentations, the most drastic in phrase 
ology that have been made since the 
present 
American 
Administration 
came into power, were made to the 
H uerta government in Mexico today. 
The United States government de­ 
manded not only the prompt arrest, 
court-martial and punishment of the 
Mexican Federal soldiers who shot 
Charles B. Dixon, an American immi­ 
gration official, at Juarez, Mexico, 
but the immediate release of Charles 
Bissell and Bernard McDonald, min­ 
ing managers, imprisoned by Federal 
soldiers at Chihuahua City, and said 
to be threatened with execution, 
t So serious were these incidents re- 
qirdd in official circ/s that they over­ 
shadowed largely the theoretical con 
siderations of policy which the visit 
Ambassador Henry 
Lane 
Wilson 
has brought to a climax, The Ambas' 
sador himself was so excited over the 
developments in Mexico that he dic­ 
tated two strong telegrams, one to the 
Embassy at the City of Mexico and 
the Other to the American Consul at 
Jaurez, and while Secretary Bryan 
slightly modified 
their tone, 
they 
were approved and 
promptly 
dis­ 
patched. 
Ambassador Wilson declined to dis­ 
cuss the affair, but he will probably 
explain his views on such happenings 
when he meets President Wilson at 
2«0 o’clock tomorro wafternoon for 
a general expression of views as to 
Mexico. The president had Ambassa­ 
dor Wilson's long report in hand to­ 
day, studied k carefully and after 
an early conference tomorrow with 
Secretary Bryan will be prepared to 
inquire of the Ambassador what rem­ 
edies he would suggest. 
In the meantime the 
Ambassador 
would give no inkling of what he had 
in mind beyond the general statement 
that his plan would seal the friendly 
relations between Mexico and the Unit 
ed States and protect likewise the 
Intents of Amrican citizens in the 
Southern Republic.
